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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10-12, 14 and 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP 1059470 to Ford. Ford shows a connection plate 7 with a piston 23 inserted in a 
cylinder 24 formed in the plate, wherein the piston actuates a clutch via a spring 
diaphragm 21 . The connection plate 7 also includes cylinders 30 for supporting shift rod 
29 and ball detent 32 for actuating the transmission gears. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13, and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over EP 1059470 to Ford. Ford doesn't show a range or a splitter gearbox, but it would 

be obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art to apply the invention of Ford to those 

applications because it would be a use a known technique to improve a similar device in 

the same way. The piston 23 and cylinder 24 appear to be hydraulically actuated, but it 

would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art to use pneumatic actuation 

instead, and to use pneumatic actuation for the shift rods 29 also because it would have 
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also been the use of a known technique to improve a similar device in the same way. It 
would have been further obvious to one of ordinary skill in this art to make the piston 
and cylinder 23, 24 of Ford coaxial with the shaft 4 because it would have been obvious 
to try such a solution from a finite range of possible arrangements without any 
unexpected results.
